surrender of territory wherein she 
claims a national interest, great pres- 
sure may be employed at Vienna to 
bring about such a sacrifice a.nd thus 
liberate Austrian, troops for other re- 
gions."

WEEK'S CAMPAIGN 


TALKED AT RICHLAND CENTER 


ON MONDAY EVENING. 


ABUSES 60V. PHILIPP 


Has An Audience of Over a Thousand 


to Hear Him Extoll His Own 


Personal Efforts.

RicWand Center, Wis.,-Nov. 30 — 
United States Senator Robert Marion 
La Follette began his week's speaking 
campaign here.last evening. He had 
an audience, of some thousand persons. 
Including a large delegation of school 
boys and girls, women and some four 
hundred voters. 
It was a typical La Follette address. 
He went from Dan to Beshebah and 
then back again. He told of his own 
fights, his own efforts, to bring about 
legislation. 
He abused Philipp per- 
sonally and the conservative republi- 
cans collectively. 
He predicted dire disaster to the 
state if they did. not heed his cry. He 
jumped from one topic to 
another. 
Talked taxes one minute, tariff the 
next, Philipp the next. Strange to 
say, however, the whole speech lacked 
the usual La Follette punch. 
This was noticeable, and his audi- 
ence, while interested, was- not en- 
thusiastic, did not shout and applaud 
as in former years La Follette audi- 
ences did when he uttered'his'bitter 
tirades 
against 
everybody that op- 
posed him. He did not announce his 
candidacy for the presidential nomi- 
nation. 
In fact, he did not discuss 
national politics to any extent 
His main line of address was attack- 
ing Philipp and the conservative re- 
publicans who composed the legisla- 
ture of 1915 and whom he claimed be- 
trayed public trust. He quoted figures 
to substantiate .his 
statements, but 
figures are often confusing and it is 
doubtful if half his audience realized 
what they .meant. 
He was .bitter against the.newspa- 
pers that have opposed or criticized 
him. 
Called them 
the subsidized 
press of Wisconsin. He called them 
subsidized because he said they were 
supporting the administration .and 
what it calls its economy program. 
He even went back into history and 
told of his-fight-for office against what 
he called bribed conventions <and -how 
even, when finally elected, the legisla- 
ture was false to the people'of the 
state and-blocked his efforts at legisla- 
tion. 
. 
He even defended his coming back 
to the state last year, to, talk in. the 
interests of Elaine, the: independent 
candidate for governor,, paying him- 
self the compliment that he believed 
the people of: the state sent him to 
Washington. ' to • represent them, but 
still wanted his advice.when matters 
of importance came up in'the state. 
Some of the excerpts from his at- 
tack on the state administration were 
as follows: 
"Never in the history of state gov- 
ernment has there been such a jug- 
gling of state finances, so that a re- 
duction might be made to appear In 
the state tax in the face of increased 
expenditures and decreased revenues," 
said Snator La Follette. 
He denounced the "emergency bill" 
passed during the closing days of the 
session of;the legislature; praised the 
University of .Wisconsin as the great- 
est state university in the world, and 
took issue with the figures given by 
Governor 
Philipp in his Waukesha 
speech, where • the .cost per student is 
figured at $502.63. - The senator said 
that the cost 
for. -1913 was only 


J1BO 21, which was -an 
increase of 
nearly one-half from-the. per capita 
cost in 1900. 
; , 
. ' 
Senator La Follette prophesied that 
there was a balance of $3,211,434 in 
the state treasury on . July 1 this 
year; there would not.be over $1,000,- 
OOfl next 'year at that time. He said 
that Governor Philipp :in. his message 
to the legislature'had urged'that there 
be a working fund on July 1 of each 
year o f $3,000,000.."

"If the treasury requires' a balance 


of $3,000,000 on the first of July," he 
continued, .".and has, little, if any,., in 
excess of-$1,000.0.00, it will be neces- 
sary for the state to- repudiate its ob- 
ligations or borrow money; or beg 
Lhe favor ^of -a payment 
of railroad 
Laxes in advance of the, time when 
they fall due by law." 
Senator La Follette made .a long 
analysis of the'cost of state govern- 
ment in Wisconsin. . He says that dis- 
bursements are the 
only criterion., 


His computations were that the esti- 
mated net 
disbursements 
for this 
year would be $1,000,000 greater than 
the disbursements the last fiscal year 
and $1,500,000 greater than the year 
before. 


The consolidation measures were 
criticized as creating larger salaries 
than under the old system. 
He de- 
clared that the Philipp administration 
should have made a tax levy of $6 - 
000,000 this year to meet its obliga- 
tions,'whereas the levy was'only $4,- 


Even before he finished several hun- 
dred of, his audience had slipped out 
of tho tloor. He was introduced by 
istrict Attorney E. E. Brindley, and 
on the. stage were but sir chairs placed 
for his official party 
Tonight he speaks at Dodgeville and 
at Monroe Wednesday. He will de- 
"ver the same address tonight it is 
said, but Wednesday, at Monroe, will 
change immaterially'an'd mny discuss 
national affairs. 


The senator refused to be interview- 
ed aa to his attitude on national poli- 
tics, and. would not state whether he 
was or was not a candidate for the 
presidential nomination or would ask 
the Wisconsin delegation at the na- 
tional convention be instructed in his 
interests.

RUSS ADVANCE STARTS 


British Make Air Attacks Over Ger- 


man Positions In Belgium—Rus- 


sian Steamroller Threat- 


ening Again.

London, No^. 30.—Monastir in south- 


western Serbia has been evacuated. 
Serbian troops having accomplished 
their purpose of delaying their ene- 
my's 
advance until the civil popula- 
tion of the town had time to escape, 
have now left the city and according 
to reports, are -retiring in good order. 
Bulgarian occupation of the town is 
apparently a matter of only a few 
hours. 
Though the Austro-German and Bul- 
garian campaign in Serbia is de- 
scribed by the central powers as fin- 
ished, and though practically 
the 
whole of Serbia is in their possession, 
they have not accomplished, to gener- 
al belief here, the more important aim 
of entirely crushing the Serbian army. 
Though defeated and worn out in the 
conflict against overwhelming odds, 
the Serbian forces are said to be still 
unbroken and undemoralized and are 
reported to be reorganizing their shat- 
tered units on Albanian and Montene- 
grin frontiers, preparatory to fresh ac- 
tion. 


Russian Menace. 
Either bitter winter weather has re- 
tarded the central powers in their 
proposed new enterprise against Fran- 
co-British troops in the Strumitza re- 
gion, or the rapidly developing Rus- 
sian menace from the direction of 
Roumaaia has caused them to abandon 
it. In any' event their campaign has 
recently come to a standstill. On the 
other,fronts during the 
last forty- 
eight hours revived activity is shown. 
Sir John French, commander-in- 
chief of the British force in France 
and Belgium, reports successful Brit- 
ish air attacks on German positions 
'along the Belgian coast and on other 
parts of the German western front in- 
volving the destruction of a German 
submarine over the 'Belgian coast and 
raids on an aerodome and ammunition 
factory behind the German lines. 
French troops fighting in the Souchez 
district succeeded in driving the Ger- 
mans from a crater, made t>y a suc- 
.lessful mine explosion recorded in the 
Germane'commtmication of Saturday. 
' 
^British Fall Back. 
The varying fortune's which have at- 
tended General Townsend's Mesopo- 
tamian expedition, have not yet been 
recorded here in sufficient details to 
make the situation clear. From latest 
official statements it does not ajpear 
that there has been any further 
fighting since the British advance up- 
on the battlefield of Ctesipson, but the 
British troops have again fallen back 
to the Tigres; having been outnum- 
bered by the Turks, and are now oc- 
cupying more 
easily defended posi- 
tions in the rear of their former line. 
Oa the north Poland front, after 
crushing German attacks, the Rus- 
sians have/succeeded in making local 
gains in the neighborhood of Illoukst, 
occupying an eastern suburb of the 
town and advancing to the German 
tranches south of this point. 
Serbs Fight Desperately. 
Paris, Nov. 30.—The unavailing ef- 
forts of the Serbians to prevent the 
Bulgarians from advancing on Mon- 
astir, is described in a dispatch re- 
ceived today from the Salouiki corre- 
spondent of the Havas agency. 
He 
says that the battle along the Caras- 
sou river north, of Monastir, began 
Friday morning and continued for 
twenty-four hours. It centered around 
a bridge at a crossing on the road to 
Monastir. 
The Serbians were com- 
pelled to retire and made unsuccessful 
efforts to.blow up this bridge before 
falling back. The Bulgarians contin- 
ued their advance, and yesterday, the 
correspondent says, fighting took place 
on the heights near Monastir. Colonel 
Vassitch, commander of the Serbian 
forces at Monastir, who once captured 
the city from the Turks, is said to 
have announced his purpose to carry 
on the fighting even in the streets of 
the town. The Serbian forces there 
consist of only 5,000 men. Forty-three 
Serbian deputies have arrived at Sa- 
lonlkl. 


Roumanla Favors Neutrality. 
London, Nov. 30.—"According to 
telegrams from Bucharest Roumania 
has notified Russia of her earnest de- 
sire to remain neutral," says a Copen- 
hagen dispatch to the Exchange Tele- 
graph company. "Consequently Rus- 
sian ships will not be permitted to en- 
ter the Danube, which it is empha- 
sized has been mined." 


Delay Greek Negotiations. 
Athens, Nov. 29, via Paris,'Nov. 30. 
—Final solution of negotiations of the 
entente powers with the Greek gov- 
ernment has been further delayed, it 
Js reported' tonight, pending reply of 
the allies to the Greek proposal to 
permit .the respective general staffs to 
define to military features of the al- 
lies' requirements in Macedonia. 
Kitchener Back.,

The law has been pronounced a fail- 
ure by most of the hunters, although 
the conservative commission still up- 
holds, it.- 
Opponents of the law declare that 
few hunters can determine the sex of 
a deer before they shoot. They, are 
supposed to see the horns, but there 
would be few of the animals procured 
if this were carried out it is claimed. 
The result is if a Tranter shoots 
when he sees a movement in the brush 
and kills a doe, the carcass is allowed 
to lie on the ground and rot. The 
hunter then goes ahead until he kills 
a touck'. thus killing perhaps more than 
one deer. 
The Antigo Gun club Is preparing 
a protest to file at the next meeting 
of the legislature. Statistics have been 
compiled by the club on shipment of 
deer this season, which Trill be sub- 
mitted to the legislature. 
It is claimed that the caorcasses of 
hundreds of does were allowed to 
waste this year because of the law. 
That the measure has been a suc- 
cess in cutting down the number of 
hunting accidents this year is denied. 
There have been nearly as many or 
more persons killed and wounded this 
season, as in past years,

without needing a complete rest, it 
will be seen that this is not a. simple 
matter, especially as a certain pro- 
portion of the men who learn to fly 
prove, for one reason or another, 
when it comes to the real- test, quite 
unequal to campaigning. 
In the winter the. making of ma- 
chines can go on without abatement 
and our resources are steadily being 
increased; but the making of pilots is 
hindered by the decrease of the day- 
light period and the smaller propor- 
tion of flue days. 
For reasons already given in these 
notes, the activity, of the Zeppelins 
may even be greater In the winter 
than in the summer, on account of the 
long nights. 
It is safe to assume that both .our- 
selves and -the enemy will in the com- 
ing spring put ibig multiple-engine 
aeroplanes info the field. Already a 
few are-in use; 
the Russians have 
their Sikorsky, the Germans a dual- 
engine 'craft called in dispatches a 
"battleplane," and the other day the 
German wireless agency reported that 
an English "Bristol" biplane, carry- 
ing three machine guns, had been shot 
down. The last-named is not neces- 
sarily a multiple-engine machine. 
Descriptions in the foreign press of 
a new British army aeroplane by cor- 
respondents who have been accorded 
the privilege of a tour of the Royal 
Aircraft factory and passenger flights 
on Service machines fail—very prop- 
erly, to convey a clear idea of the 
characteristics and 
qualities of the 
machine. We are given to understand 
that it is a very wonderful machine, 
that the factory is a phenomenally 
brilliant concern and that the authori- 
ties are really so splendid that the 
ordinary citizen should count himself 
lucky beyond his deserts in having 
them to look after his interests in the 
aerial war. 


At. first sight it may appear curious 
tb.at English newspapers have not 
been given these facilities. But a mo- 
ment's reflection will provide the an- 
swer; 'the censor would not permit 
the'most meagre reports on such a 
subject to be published. We cannot 
stop them appearing in the foreign 
press, and thence, it appears, they 
may be quoted. 


Hundred* of Inventions. 
Having read all the. accounts care- 
fully, the 
writer is unable to per- 
ceive in what respect this new and 
much-advertised machine is-superior 
to certain craft already on war serv- 
ice, 
the productions of private firms. 
"The .gun of marvellous precision" 
and the "death dealing projectile" are 
quite old friends. 
The climbing pace 
of nearly 1,000 feet per minute is- not 
impressive if it does not mean that 
the pace can be kept up beyond 2,000 
feet. 
As for the new models •which I 
embody "hundreds of inventions, the 
BecretB of which are held by the Brit-1 
ish war 
office"—well, 
comment 
is • 
needless. Anyway, if another Zeppe-. 
lin comes to London and escapes de-i 
struction the public will feel "sold,"' 
for we are assured that the new craft 
is superior to the big German airships 
in every quality. 
One cannot help thinking that some 
of the leading British aeroplane firms 
who are, to the writer's knowledge, 
producing war craft as good if not su- 
perior to the 
one described, might 
have adopted the same method of ob: 
taining publicity as that employed so 
successfully 
by the Royal 
Aircraft 
factory. They should by this'time be 
well aware that in cleverness of this 
order the R. A. P. excels, and 
if it 
pays that concern to cultivate public- 
ity, how much more should it suit the 
book of firms which have the future 
of te industry to consider. 


Flying in Winten. 
With winter at hand, it is assumed 
by some writers that the Fifth Arm 
must enter upon a period of complete 
repose. The experience of last winter, 
however, does not. justify 
this as- 
sumption, although in the nature of 
things rather less flying is done in the 
winter than in the- summer, if only 
for tho reason that the daily period 
of prohibitive, darkr.ess is longer. 
As regards the 
western theatre of 


war, 
winter may mean the cessation 
of big advance movements. But even 
this does not bring an end to the ac- 
tivities of airmen, who must still 
reconnoitre, and who still can worry 
the enemy's railways and depots, not 
to mention his aircraft and his airship 
harbors. . 
It appears that on the eastern front 
winter does not bring about the virtu- 
al -stalemate of entrenchments which 
occurs in the west, although the al; 
most Arctic cold must to a great ex- 
tent paralyze movement. 
Aircraft in, th« Balkan*. 
At the moment the Dardanelles sit- 
uation raises an important question; 
We do not know whether 
aircraft 
must or can continue in service there. 
But in the Balkans a new theatre of 
war for British- arms has been opened, 
and here the factor of movement and 
surprise will for the present rule, call- 
ing for special aircraft activity. 
It 
must not be forgotten that the pro- 
ductive capacity of France and Brit- 
ain is being drawn ujion more and 
more to meet the demands from the 
new fronts, as well as the old, and 
that, this applies to the supply of ef- 
.fficient aviators. 
; It is disappointing to find, that- in 
Prance a league has been formed to 
urge the government to build 5,000 
aeroplanes; as if the French govern- 
ment were not as fully aware as our 
own. of the great services to be ren- 
dered iby aircraft, and were not al- 
ready straining every nerve to sur- 
pass the enemy's efforts. 
Quite pos- 
sibly the league has a trade axe, to 
grind. Anyway, like similar move- 
ments in England, it fails to appre- 
ciate the difficulties 
in the way of 
manufacture and testing, and of pro- 
Ividing first-class pilots at a\ greater 
irate than is now being done. 
Old Volunteers Respond. 
Last week's note urging the em- 
ployment of veteran marksmen for 
defense against aircraft was, judging 
from the amount of correspondence it 
has evoked, a timely one. TBere. evi- 
dently are, as the writer surmised, a 
large number of. veteran rifle shots 
and artillerymen available for duty of 
this kind. One 
officer, 
formerly in 
the Volunteer Force, states that he 
would be able to procure 1,500 veter- 
ans.

PRISONER IS SHOT 


IN JAIL DELIVERY 


Matt Murray Escape* and C.'~F. Lewis 


Shot By Sheriff at Jefferson 


County Jail. 


On Monday the Janesville police re- 
ceived word from the Jefferson county 
authorities of the escape of Matt Mur- 
ray and the shooting of G. P. Lewis in 
a Jail delivery • at 
Jefferson Sunday 
night. Murray is the New York al- 
leged gunman whom. Chief of Police' 
Champion and Fred Gillman of Evans- 
ville questioned at the Jefferson Jail 
recently, and lie iwas being held for' 
shooting at a policeman at Wate'r- 
town, where he was captured after a 
chase of several days' duration. 
Lewis is an alleged forger and his 
condition from the bullet wound in- 
flicted by Sheriff William Teuton is 
declared to be serious. When Sheriff 
Touton went to lock the prisoners up, 
Lewis asked for a. drink of water and 
Murray stated he had forgotten his to- 
bacco. While the sheriff was watch- 
ing Lewis, Murray slugged him. Sher- 
iff Touton reeling under .the blow, 
turned and knocked Murray .to the 
floor ' "The prisoner arose and fled to 
the corridor, followed by Lewis. They 
ran into the basement and dove head- 
first through a double window to the 
Jail yard. 
Touton ran to his office, obtained his 
revolver, and on reaching the door 
saw Lewis running. 
He shouted for 
him to .stop, but when the escaping 
prisoner failed to heed his command, 
put a bullet through his hat and flred 
twice in the air, missing. He shot the 
fourth time and the bullet struck Lewis 
in the back, inflicting a 
dangerous 
wound. 


Murray, the escaped prisoner, the 
police here say, has a very noticeable 
scar on the left side of his face run- 
ning from the forehead down under 
the chin.."When Oillman and I were at 
Jefferson looking at Murray, we passed 
the remark that it would be easy to 
identify Murray because of the jagged 
scar in case of escape. Now its a case 
of seeing if he can T>e identified if he 
comes this way," said chief Champion 
today. 
The man escaped without a 
coat and is a dangerous criminal.

ESTABLISH BOYCOTT 


American Business Suffers 'as Result 


of English Business Men Having 


Boycott Lists!.

Peking, Nov. 30.— British business 
wen in China, in what they -term ia 
an effort to prevent trading with the 
enemy, hsive adopted tactics, which 
are not designed to create good fee;- 
ing between neutrals and British sub- 
jects. At Shanghai and other busi- 
ness centers a secret list ol firms 
with which Britishers must not. trade 
has • been circulaed. In many cases 
theae lists have done great injustice 
to neutrals, Americans have Buffered. 
especially and are making frequent 
complaints to the American legation 
in Peking and- to various 
consular 
officers. 


Frequently these boycott lists have 
been,, made,' apparently, 
without 
proper investigations. In some cases 
the mimes of neutrals which hap- 
pened to suggest German or Austrian 
origin have been included in the lists 
very unjustly.- For a time the neu- 
trals were not able to understand why 
their business was dwindling BO de- 
cidedly, but now the English methods 
are very generally understood.. 
At present the Shanghai Stock Ex- 
change is in a furor through an effort 
of the British members to control the 
action of neutral members 'of the ex- 
change. A few days ago the follow- 
ing notice was posted on the 'bulletin 
board of the exchange: 
"The Shanghai Stock Exchange is 
an 
institution 
incorporated 
under 
British ordinances and under British 
law and members are hereby notified 
that the committee will take all 
means in their power to uphold His-

cloth, drop it into water in a -basin 
nearly boiling hot. 
Take two pieces 
of broomstick a foot or more long; 
run them through loops in the 
end 
of a canvas bait which opens on one 
side. Drop the hot cloth into the bag 
by means of a stick or fork (it IB 
too hot to nandle), and wring it out 
thoroughly by means of the "broom- 
sticks, which can be twisted by two 
persons. 


Now, 
just 
before applying the 
cloth to the patient's anxious ab- 
domen sprinkle over it about five or 
ten drops of turpentine. 
Then put 
-the turpentine bottle away, for you 
won't need1 any more of it this sea- 
son.The stupe should be changed as 
soon as the heat Is gone—every fif- 
teen minutes or so—regardless of the

WILL NOT CEASE 


WHEN WAR STOPS 


Volume of Bualnec* Between United 


State* and Europe Will Increaie 


3»y» Robert Pinot. 


Parts, Nov. 30.—That the volume of 
buBineis between the United States 
and Europe will not cease 
with the 
war, that the United States will not 
for several years have to fear Eu- 
ropean 
competition in manufactured 
products, is the opinion expressed 
here by Hobert Plnct, general sec- 
retary of the Comite dea Forges de 
Pl-anee. This organization is the of- 
ficial 
representative of the XJreusot 
works and all the 
other.iron ana 
steel manufacturers of Prance and 
the medium through which the French 
government Is now securing large 
quantities of war munitions for 
the 
use of the French and Russian armies. 
In an Interview Mr. Pinot said: 
"It is unfortunately true that we 
must look to the United -States for 
several years to supply us with money 
or credits and with raw and manu- 
factured materials. I say this is un- 
fortunately true because I realize that 
we will be working for 
the 
next 
twenty years to pay what we owe. 
Not before that time can we begin to 
put any profits in our own pockets. 
The fear that so soon ns the war is 
ended the manufacturers now 
busy 
making arms and cannon and shells' 
will convert their factories Into the 
making of products to compete with 
yours is ungrounded. 


"While we French iron and 
steel 
men have been doing surprising work 
in our munitions, while we are turn- 
ing out more 
than 
the 
English 
factories, while our people have shown 
a marvelous example of improvision, 
while we have done all this with our 
best plants and 
our 
mines in the 
hands of the Germans, we are not 
superhuman. We cannot turn around 
so soon as the war is over and begin 
flooding your home markets, because 
of our cheaper labor, or compete with 
you in your foreign markets. 
How 
can we? 
We will first have the 
enormous task of rebuilding our old 
steel plants of reconverting our auto- 
mobile, button, cloth, printing, 
and 
railroad shops, all now busy making 
munitions, back to their old "uses. We 
will have to try to repair the vast 
material destruction that 
has come 
with the war. Then, we will have to 
do our best to satisfy our own homo 
markets. 
To do these things we will 
have to continue to buy of you, as we 
are now doing for war supplies. 
"What chance is there for the Amer- 
ican to do a steady business with us 
long after the war is over, to follow 
up and establish himself In the busl- 
ne-s now begun? T am not a prophet 
and the war 
is not yet over. But 
here is a fact to be considered by the 
.American manufacturer. 
So 
far 
at 
concerns Prance, we iron and 
steel 


. mpn had 
begun to do a surprising 
business in the few years before the 
war. 
We were not only filling the

demands made in this line on tha 
home market, but we were beginning 
to co into the foreign trade.' France 
hud almost ceased 
to be an agri- 
cultural nation.

I -won't say 
that we were right In manufacturing 
this way, that tie American method 
is not the bettor; but our cuatoiaers 
demanded long wearing articles, and 
we natlifled their demand*. An Amer- 
ican locomotive is built to last seven 
yeara, whereas the railroads we «up- 
Ply want them to last thirty 
years. 
This IB a condition the American must 
meet in future competition with us" 
In connection with the reconstruc-

The totals,for the first eight.raontha

S^A^ Before the ^r Prance had 7,- 
200,000 cotton spindles and 
120,000 
looms. At the end of 1914 but 25 per 
cent, or 1,800,000 were in operation, 
due to. the German 
invasion of the 
Yosges. and Lille districts. 
Now 40 
per cent,- or ,3,000,000 spindles are In 
operation with 4,200,000 still Idle. 
There Is a prospect for large orders 
of American railway supplies being 
placed in France.

Washington, D. C., Nov. 30,—"What 
ia unfair competition?" 
The Federal Trade 
Commission, 
after months of trying to find out, is 
about where it began on that ques- 
tion. Ask a member what is unfair 
competition, he'll parry with the plea 
that you ask him about some indi- 
vidual case. Complaints to the com- 
mission show that every sort of com- 
petition which can't be met seems 
unfair to the man who can't meet It: 
and tha defense offered indicate that 
anything goes in the rough-and tum- 
ble game of business'. 
• 
In the naw cafeteria stores in some 
places In the east a man may go in 
help himself and be cbtecked out a.i 
the door. 
That wakes it possible, 
say the morchants, to sell a IBcent 
article for 13 cents. Grocers brand 
such competition unfair. , 


Or take the chain-stores, buying in 
large quantities at cut prices, even on 
standard articles. Ordinary retailers 
faunch and cave considerably when 
they write the 
commission 
about 
these establishments. 
They 
tell 
about the big concern which sells a 
20-cent article for 15 cents in 
one 
town and for 25 cents in another, to 
crowd out a competitor in the 15-ceni 
district. "We're big and entitled to 
take advantage of bigness," such con- 
cerns tell the commission. 
Then there's the man who finds 
that someone is imitating his first 
class goods and selling under 
his 
price; the man who makes a standard 
articlf! and cannot keep some retail- 
ers from knocking a cent or two orf 
its price to attract other trade. 
There have been approximately 100 
types of complaints flnled, ranging In 
merit from what the commission con- 
siders merely a case of more efficient 
business conduct to a number of cae.es 
of downright skull duggery. There are 
state court decisions on many casas, 
so what is not fair In one state is o. 
k. in another.

PANAMA WAGE QUESTION 


TO COME BEFORE CONGRESS 


DURING COMING SESSION 


Panama, 
Nov. 30.—The 
Panama 
Canal 
Emloyers 
Association has 
agreed that the proposition regarding 
maintenance of the wage scale arid 
conditions of employment, and 
the 
proposition of cash bonus along the 
same line as given the army, navy 
and marine corps officers who serve 
three years on the Isthmus, shall be 
pressed before the attention of con- 
gress in December. For some months 
the employes have been split into two 
factions, the union men urging- that 
the maintenance of the wage scale be 
given precedence in the, campaign M., 
Washington, while the higher salaried 
men in the administration brancnefe 


wanted their bonus proposition given 
first place. The conflict lead to the 
resignation, of the directors of the 
association, and the election foa new 
board, all the members of which are 
now pledged to support the two prop- 
ositions on equal basis. 
A legislative committee of three 
have departed for Washington where 
•work will be begun preparing the two 
proposals that are to'be presented to 
congress -at the December session. 
It ia probable that the committee will 
open offices in Washington for this 
purpose. 


It ia understood here that the 
efforts of the employes for a bonus 
tor three-year men has the support of 
Major-General George( W, 
Goethels, 
U. 8. A., governor of the 
Panama 
Canal, and that he has committed 
himself In writing to support the pro- 
posal before congress. 
His attitude 
regarding the wage scale and condi- 
tion of employment is not so well de-

PRICES FOR SUPPLTt 


Lisbon, Portugal, Xov. 30—Portu- 
gal is more remote from the seat of 
war than any other country in Europe 
but It is suffering a scarcity of food 
that ie as serious as that in some of 
the belligerent countries. 
Provision stores and depots are the 
scenes of almost daily riots hi protest 
against the conditions. On the niglif 
of October 21, for instance, a mob of 
2,000 men, some of them armed with 
pick axes and other implements, storm- 
ed the provision store of an important 
English dealer in the Almada district 
and 'plundered the place. The Ren-iib- 
11 can Guard, which crossed Hie river 
to restore, order, was received by ihe 
mob - by. shots and bombs. The guar(» 
fired- several volleys and numerous 
persons on both sides were wounded 
The scarcity of food is due in part 
to the fact that 
successive govern- 
ments of Portugal have bound them- 
selves to sunply Great Britain certa'n 
quantities of provisions sent to Giba " 
tar.' Under this agreement larpe Til 
bers of cattle and miscellaneous 
visions are .sent out of the country 
every week with the result that there- 
has been almost no meat in the mar- 
kets of Lisbon. The egg supply is also 
less- than half of what it Is in ordinary 
times, the shortage being partly due to 
the fact that a Kood many ecps are
